The season for the shooting 
of quail, pheasants, rabbits and squir­ 
rels is but short lived, and according 
to the state laws, it will be unlawful 
to kill such gam e a fte r December 15, 
which fell on Sunday, bringing the 
final day last Saturday. 
E xcepting the opening week of the 
season, which opened on November I, 
when the w eather was a trifle too 
w arm for com fortable and successful 
sport, the present Seaton was an ideal 
one for the hunter.

successful, and but few* returned with 
small bags of gam e. 
R abbits were found m o rt abundant 
th an in form er ye, i s, the cottontails 
being of exceptionally good si?.**, and 
well seasoned.
